not we women get the vote,’ she said, 
as she stood up in the machine.

Without seeming to notice the inter- 
ruption, Mrs. Moyer continued: ‘We 
women are human beings, just as you 
men are. We need your support in this 
matter,. just as at times you need us.’

NEW YORK, March 31.—In the con- 
viction in General Sessions for grand 
larceny of Philip S. Saitta, a lawyer, 
Judge Swann as well as the jury 
listened fascinated by the evidence 
which revealed an extraordinary psy- 
chological study of the subjection of one 
man to the domination of another—of 
a& man named Salvatore Gatto, who 
blindly followed Saitta’s dictation. 

So convincing was this story which 
Gatto told of his career as _ Saitta’s 
slave that, after the jury had returned 
its verdict, Judge Swann said: 

“Gatto palpably had become an au- 
tomaton under ‘the influence of a mas- 
ter mind. Unquestionably he had felt 
the irresistible compulsion to perform 
whatever act he was bidden to perform. 
The case developed an instance in real 
life of a person being ‘Svengalized’ by 
the influence of superior mind.’’ 

Saitta was on trial for having duped 
Italian lemon growers into sending con- 
signments of fruit to a dummy firm 
using the name of Gatto and leading 
the exporters to believe it to be the old 
and well known commission house of 
Ferdinand Gatto of this city. 

Saitta made Gatto sign for the con- 
signments and then turn them over to 
him. 

“Once he struck me,”’ Gatto testified. 
“I started to cry and he drove me out 
of his office. That same day he mad> 
me pawn my watch for $120 and bring 
him the money. He would make me do 
anything he wanted. I might know it 
Was wrong, but I'd do it just the same.”

She Is Dragged Screaming From 
the Jail at Wagoner, Ok.,

MUSKOGEE, Ok., March 31.—Marie 
Scott, a negro woman, who on Sun- 
day night killed Lemue! Peace, a 
young white man, by driving a knife 
into his heart, was taken out of the 
Wagoner County Jail at Wagoner, early 


today, and hanged to a telephone pole. 


The mob, the members of which 
were masked, overpowered the jailer, 
a one-armed man, threw a rope over 
the woman’s head and dragged her 
out of the jail. 


A knock at the jail door aroused the 


sleeping jailer, alone in the office. A 
voice outside said an officer was there 


with prisoners. The jailer opened the 
and faced 12 revolvers. He was 
bound quickly, his keys were taken 


from him, and he was thrown, helpless, 


into a corner. 

The mob then pulled the screaming 
woman from her cell, tied a rope about 
her neck and dragged her to a telephone 
pole a block from the jail. An hour 
later the Sheriff cut down the dead 
body. 

Marie Scott stabbed Peace to death 
when he, with other young white men, 
had gone to the negro quarter of Wag: 
oner. 

The County Attorney started an in- 
vestigation of the lynching within an 
hour after the body was cut down. 

No warrants have been issued. 

Negroes convicted of murder in 
Wagoner County and sentenced to be 
hanged have had their sentences 
commuted by the Governor.

Civic League and Health Board 
Discovers Why St. Louis 
Holds Its: Nose. 


MEAT-MEN ARE AT HEARING 


Despite Their Defense, Com- 
plaint May Be Made to 
Illinois Court. 


Health Department sleuths and Civic 
League Sanitary Committeemen, with- 
out the use of dictagraphs or any other 
modern aids to Sheriock Holmses, have 
found the trail of the smell in St. 
They had no difficulty finding 
the. smell, but they did find it a bit 
difficult to discover where the smell 
came froin. 

Constituting themselves as a jury be- 
fore the Board of Health, Tuesday, they 
returned a verdict against the stock- 
vards and packing plants in East St. 
Louis. It was agreed that most of the 
cbnoxious odors wafted over the city 
are blown across the river from the 
east, although several St. Louis pack- 
ing and fertilizer plants, as well as city 
Zarbage wagons, were censured. 

Court Hearing Suggested. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff and 
his assistant, Dr. G. A. Jordan, also 
agreed East St. Louis is the greatest 
offender. Consequently Starkloff an- 
nounced he would ask City Counselor 
Baird for an opinion on what procedure, 
if any, may be taken to force the East 
Side packing plants and stockyards to 
eradicate odors. It had been suggested 
the matter be taken up with the Illinois 
courts as a public health measure. 

The Board of Health met to consider 
the smell question at the request of the 
Civic League, which was represented by 
Roger Baldwin, secretary, and Dr. R. 
Emmet Kane, 1117 North Grand avenue 
Representatives of packing and fertilizer 
companies at the meeting were: Charles 
Urquhart, St. Louis Dressed Beef Co.: 
Gustav Bischoff Jr., Independent Pack- 
ing Co.; W. Hertling, Carondelet Pack- 
ing Co.; Henry Sartorius.

Packers Tell Their Side. 

The packers had been called in to 
add expert testimony on the trail of 
the smell and to suggest what reme- 
dial measures might be taken to in- 
sure less odor in St. Louis this sum- 
mer and all summers to come. 

Baldwin said the Civic League had 
received complaints about odors froit 
all parts of St. Louis, some of whici 
were so vehement they could not be 
paraded in public. He said the Civic 
League was not in a hostile mood, but 
wanted to co-operate with the packers 
in eradicating odors which, he said, are 
most offensive at night. 

Baldwin said W. R. Cooke, chief san- 
itary officer,, had trailed the major 
offender to its lair in East St. Louis, 
and found no effort was made there to 
prevent the odors from spreading. Ex- 
hausts are left open, he said, permit- 
ting the odors to be blown in any di- 
rection with the wind 


WILD DEER IS CAPTURED

Animal Becomes Entangled in

A full grown buck was found Tues- 
day at 7:30 a. m. by Albert Kleubusch 
entangled in a barbed wire fence on the 
farm of Harry Blanner at a point over 
the east tunnel of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, north of Meramec Highlands.

$30,000 SHORTAGE FOUND 


Discovery. of Loss Made Follow- 
ing Fire in Vault That Des- 
troyed Valuable Papers. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 31.—Wil- 
liam B. Brown, Mayor and cashier of 
the First National Bank of Gallatin, 
Tenn., and his assistant and cousin, 
Herbert B. Jackson, are under arrest 
here on Federal indictments charging 
them with being responsible for the dis- 
appearance of $30,000 of the bank's funds. 

Efforts are being made to obtain bond 
for the two men. Jackson, who had 
done much work on the books is held 
on a conspiracy charge. His bond was 
fixed at $5000. 

Inquiry Started March 30. 

The arrests are the result of an in- 
quiry which has been in .progrss 
since March 20, when the bank build- 
ing was found to be on fire and it 
later was reported than $30,000 was 
missing. 

An undertaker, who was returning 
home early in the morning, ,saw 
smoke issuing from the bank build- 
ing and gave the alarm. The fire 
was put out quickly, after it was 
found to be among the books and 
records of the institution in the 
vault. 

After the first report of the rob- 
bery, officials of the bank refused to 
permit anyonerto approach the vault 
and they hestily sumoned an expert 
from the factory where the locks had 
been manufactured. 

The Governor offered a reward of 
$250 for the capture of the supposed 
burglars, but it subsequently was 
hinted that the work was not that of 
burglars, but had been done by some- 
one who is famillar with the inte- 
rior of the bank k-uilding. 

Safe Expert Contirms Suspicions. 

The examination by the safe ex- 
pert is said to have confirmed suspi- 
cions previously entertained that in- 
stead of explosives being used to 
open the strongbox, the combination 
had bein worked. The safe was of a 
type hich was considered proof 
against birrelars. 

Officials of the bank declined to 
make any statements, but it became 
known that investigations following 
the fire revealed that many of the 
records had been destroyed. 

What facts the bank officials had 
was laid before the United States 
grand jury, recently, with the result 
that indictments were returned and 
arrests followed yesterday. 


300 TONS OF ARMS

WASHINGTON, March 31.—In an 
atmosphere of tense excitement, the 
struggle in the House over President 
Wilson’s proposal to repeal the Pan- 
ama tolls exemption was 
pressed to its last stage. 

A full attendance on the floor and 
a throng of anxious spectators such 
as the House has seldom seen in the 
galleries, waited for the concluding 
verbal battle and the deciding vote 
which was expected late this after- 
noon or early tonight. 

On the program for speeches were 
Speaker Champ Clark, Republican 
Leader Mann, both opposed to the 
President, and Representative . Sher- 
ley Covington for the adminis- 
tration. 

Leaders Working Feverishly. 

Leaders on both sides worked fever- 
ishly on the floor and in the cloak 
rooms, and the whips reported sev- 
eral changes in the lineup, although 
the changes generally balanced. Ad- 
ministration supporters confidently 
claimed the repeal bill would pass by 
a majority of from 60 to 75. 

Cheers and applause’ greeted the 
opening of the day’s debate. When 
Representative Humphrey, Republican 
of Washington, declared that ‘‘but for 
an injustice, the great and patriotic 
Speaker of this House would today 
be occupying the White House,” the 
galleries joined the floor in'a round 
of applause.

When the entire rebel army entered the 
city at dawn, a gencral loot began.

Judge Decides Civil War Sol- 
dier’s Story of Hiding Trea- 
sure Is True. 


BREMERTON, Wash., March 3L— 
A tin can of money found buried on 
the beach near the Bremerton navy 
yard by boys belongs to John F. Doo- 
little, a Civil War veteran, Superior 
Judge French decided yesterday.

MAJOR PAROLES 
PASTOR CONVICTED 
FOR GIRL'S DEATH 


The Rev. Clyde Gow Freed 43 
Days Before Term Ends So 
He Can Visit Sick Sister. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 31.—Gov. 
Major iast night issued a parole to the 
Rev. Clyde Gow, a former minister at 
Elsberry, Mo., convicted of causing the 
death of Miss Lizzie Gleason, a school 
teacher, who died after an operation. 

He was sentenced to the penitentiary 
for four years and had 43 days of his 
term to serve, but was paroled be- 
cause his sister, Mrs. Colyer of Trenton, 
Mo., is dangerously ill and had pleaded 
to be allowed to see her brother. 

Miss Gleason was a teacher in the 
Smith School district, near the liné be- 
tween Lincoln and Pike counties. She 
met Gow, who was in charge of 2 Meth- 
odist Church in BPllsberry, and they. be- 
came friendly. She boarded at the home 
of Mrs. B. F. Greene and Gow was a 
frequent caller there, often bringing her 
home from church. 

A janitor of the church testified at the 
trial at Mexico, Mo., that he had séen 
the couple in the church alone. 

Miss Gleason became ill and when she 
realized that she was about to die told 
her mother that an illegal operation had 
been performed. She accused the pastor 
and Dr. W. A. Hemphill, an Elisberry 
surgeon. The arrest of Hemphill and 
Gow and the conviction and sentence of 
Gow followed. 

Gow: is paroled to William Smith of 
Holt, Clay County, and must report un- 
til the expiration of his sentence. 

He was on duty in the library of the 
prison and was a model prisoner. 


CHARTER GRANTED TO 
SUCCESSOR OF M. A. C. 


Missouri Athletic Association 
Application Approved by 
Judge Rassieur. 


The Missouri Athletic Association was 
granted a charter by Judge Rassieur in 
the Circuit Court Tuesday under the 
statute that authorizes incorporations 
for benevolent, religious or educational 
purposes without capitalization and not 
subject to taxes. 

The charter was asked several days 
ago by the directorate of the Missouri 
Athletic Club, which desired to change 
the club’s name following the fire which 
destroyed its quarters and caused the 
loss of 30 lives. The Court appointed 
H. A. Loevy to investigate the purposes 
of the proposed new organization. He 
filed his report Tuesday, saying that 
the aims of the association should be 
“encouraged as tending by the practice 
of literary and athletic work to create 
and elevate the standard of mental and 
‘physical activities among its members, 
thus influencing the community at large 
in that direction.’ 

The officers of the new organization 
are Norton Newcomb, president; E. W. 
Bornmueller, secretary, and F. M. Hick- 
man, treasurer. These officers and the 
members of the directorate are the same 
as were in charge of the Missouri Ath- 
letic Club.

Home-Rule-for-Ireland _ Bill 
Brought Up for Second 
Reading. 


LONDON, March 31.—After a week of 
sensational developments in connection 
with the Ulster situation, the House of 
Commons today started the debate on 
the second reading of the home rule 
for Ireland bill. It is expected the 
measure will occupy the House for at 
least three days. 

The absence of Premier Asquith, %ho 
was in charge of the bill, was bitterly 
complained of by the Unionists. As- 
quith quit the House when he took over 
the position of Secretary of State for 
War, vacated by Col. Seely. Under the 
rules, he will have to be voted on by 
his constituents for having accepted an 
office with pay before he can return 
to the House. 

A report from Dublin says Asquith 
is to be opposed in the bye-election for 
East Fife by James Larkin, who, as 
head of the Transport Workers’ Union, 
was leader of the strike in Dublin last 
autumn. 

In connection with the strike Mr. Lar- 
kin was sentenced to seven months’ im- 
prisonment in October for inciting to 
riot, but later was released. 

Viscount Morley of Blackburn, Lord 
President of the Council, today aban- 
doned his intention of resigning from 
the Cabinet, intimated in the House of 
Lords yesterday. 

The Cabinet met today, and the 
strongest pressure was brought to bear 
on Lord Morley not to add to the dif- 
ficulties of his colleagues by giving up 
his office.

FRENCH SCIENTISTS 
FEAR LEPROSY MAY 
BEGUME A SCOURGE 


Pasteur Institute Doctor Asked 
to Investigate and Prepare Law 
to Conquer Disease. 


PARIS, March 31.—-The Ministry of the 
Interior occupied with the serious in- 
crease of leprosy in France, particu- 
larly in Paris, in the last few years, 
has cothmissioned Dr. Marchaux of the 
Pasteur Institute to investigate and re- 
port preventive measures for adoption 
in a bill to go immediately before the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

It is intended in this bill to make 
leprosy legally ‘notifiable’ and to pro- 
vide severe penalties for the non-en- 
forcement of the law. It is also pro- 
posed in this bill to adopt preventive 
means against the spreading of the dis- 
ease, which are unprovided for in the 
present French law. 

Dr. Marchaux, who is an expert in 
this disease, and whose knowledge has 
been gained by observation in all parts 
of the world, says he sees no reasou 
why, under present conditions, leprosy 
in France should not become the 
scourge it was 600 or 700 years ago. The 
law now does not recognize the exist- 
ence of the disease, there is no pro- 
vision for the isolation of lepers and 
no legal “notification” is required. 

Scientists state that at least 5 per 


cent of the Paris,sewer rats are lep- 
rous, carrying contagion about. A 
large number of lepers in advanced 
stages of the disease are known to the 
authorities.

MELBOURNE, March 31.—Dr. Doug- 
las Mawson, the Antarctic explorer, who 
recently returned from a trip in which 
his two companions lost their lives and 
he made his way back to the base after 


30 days of suffering in blizzards, has 
just been married to Miss Delprat, 
daughter of a mine owner. 

The couple became engaged in 1911, 
when Miss Delprat was 19 years old, and | 
before Dr. Mawson started on the last 
expedition. They exchanged love mes- 
pages by wireless while the doctor was 
in the Antarctic. 

The South Pole was not Dr. Mawson’s 
goal. He aimed at the exploration of 
the vast coast line of the Antarctic 
which was discovered by the American, 
Capt. Wilkes, 70 years ago, and named 
after him. The party returned to Ade- 
laide, Australia, on Feb. 27 of this year. 

The scientific results of the expedition 
were said to have been very valuable. 
Besides mapping out newly discovered 
lands, extraordinary marine fauna were 
discovered at a depth of two miles and 
copper deposits and a vast coal bed were 
also found. 

Dr. Mawson was born at Bradford, 
England, in 1882. He holds the position 
of lecturer in geology in the University 
of Adelaide.

They are lined up with 
the 1912 outlaws of Chicago on one side of them. 
On the other side is the like element of the 
Democratic party that was overwhelmed at Bal- 
timore. Murphy and the Tammany Congressmen 
who rendered the Progressive war on the Cannon 
rules fruitless, are their companions in arms. 

In the time which the eminent standpatter of 
Kansas, Philip Pitt Campbell, graciously. appor- 
tioned to him to aid the assault on the Pregident, 
\Mr. Murdock declared: “But the canal was built 
over our own territory.” It may be recalled 
that such rights as we have in that territory 
were acquired on the specific stipulation in a 
treaty with Panama that all the conditions pre- 
scribed in the Hay-Pauncefote treaty of Nov. 18, 
1901, must govern the canal.

PEONAGE AND WHITE SLAVERY. 
Assuming for a month the role of a man in 
search of work, James J. Barrett of the Missouri 
Labor Department was enabled to perform a serv- 
ice of distinct value. 

His report to Gov. Major and Labor Commis- 
sioner J. T, Fitspatrick on Greek coffee houses 
as lid clubs and white slavery recruiting stations 
should have instant attention from the St. Louis 
authorities. His report on upstate. railroad con- 
structions gangs supplies something more than 
additional information on our present clumsy 
system of fitting the jobless man into the manless 
job. It reveals a disgraceful system for prey- 
ing on tha necessities of unemployed and friend- 
less men even when given a prospect of a job. 
Mr. Barrett found employment ‘agencies which 
impose on men by taking their money. and send- 
ing them long distances to join construction gangs 
which have long before been furnished with their 
full,quota of needed men. He found construction 
foremen in league with employment agencies to 
discharge men after a short service and so keep 
up an endiess chain of fees. He found construc- 
tion gangs lodged in filthy, disease-breeding quar- 
ters, fed on rotten food and reduced almost to a 
state of peonage under the clubs of brutal, graft- 
ing foremen. 

We may assume that a department which has 
been so resourceful in ascertaining the facts will 
be energetic in equal degree in applying renfe- 
dies. In fact, by occasionally appearing in his 
official cepacity, MrtBarrett has already corrected 
many individual cases of injustice. 

One remedy that should be promptly applied 
is the revocation of licenses of employment agen- 
cies guilty of the practices Mr. Barrett has 
brought to light. Railroad managers and con- 
tractors are even more concerned than the State 
authorities in improving conditions. ‘The sys- 
tem shown to exist tends to inefficieney and loss. 
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Clayton is discovering that a private water 
company is a poor substitute for water supply 
facilities owned, controlled and operated by and 
in the interest of the water consumers.

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ARTHUR’S FPATAL WEAKNESS. 
Dr. Mary Walker, “in trousers, boots and black 
frock coat,’ told how Chester A. Arthur, Presi- 
dent of the United States from 1881 to 1884, 
twice asked her hand in marriage and was twice 
refused.

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THE TERMINAL’S PITIFUL PLEA. 

In appealing to the manufacturers and mer- 
chants of St. Louis to save it from the conse 
quences of its crimes the St. Louis Terminal 
Railway Association presents a pitiful spectacle. 
Having followed bad motives and counsels— 
motives and counsels which led it into violations 
of law and greedy monopoly practices—it now 
comes to the men it has oppressed and plun- 
dered—whining for protection from punishment. 

The combine of 15 great railroads owning and 
controlling the Terminal not only grossly vio- 
lated the law in order to plunder Ste Louis, but 
is now violating the decree of court and attempt- 


to avoid complying with the court’s decre. 
While yelping for mercy .the combine clings to 
its loot. It is a shameful exposure of* the can- 
scienceless greed of great corporations wrose 
officers should be above such petty meannegs. 

The Terminal has been treated with extraordi- 
nary leniency by the court. Found guilty of 
law-breaking it was merely ordered on pain of 
dissolution to obey the law. Not one of the 
criminals back of the conspiracy was brought 
into court and punished, The penalty of the 
corporation was suspended on conf#ition of 
‘obedience, Now it evades obedience and pleads 
for mercy. Its only. plea for the retention of 
the arbitrary is a confession of deception and 
bad faith. 

It is a rule of equity that those pleading for 
justice shall come into court with clean hands. 
Let the Terminal cease its evasions and oppres- 
sive practices and obey the law‘and the court's 
decree. It will then be free from condemnation. 

If the combine maintains its defiance of law 
and court a worse fate will befall it. The disso- 
lution penalty hangs over it. The criminal 
clause of the anti-trust law has not yet been 
invoked. Men who persist in violating law 
usually see the light in the dock.

They like to believe that 
they have some sense. They admit they have 
not always been wise in choosing Presidents. 
But they have been smart enough to recognize 
their own mistakes and want to profit by them, 
This is proven by the fact that nearly every in-} 
ferior President they have chosen has been 
succeeded by a good one.
